Prior (n taking on the piping, the 
Henley will berth iltjthe Hastings Mill 
wharf, where she will receive a million 
feel of lumber. Tills will be stowed \ 
in the lower holds of the vessel, and til 
wooden pipe will go' on lop of the lum 
ber.

The yearly general meeting of the pro- 
prietors of the I tn ii Ic of British North Am- 
erica wns held at the offices of the coin- 
-pnny, 5 Gracechurch street, London, on 
Tuesday, tltli .March, .Mr. .1. II. Uroitle pre- 
siding. 

The Secretary (Mr. A. G. Wallls) rend 
the notice convening the meeting. 

The Chairman .said: Refore eonnnenc- 
Ing my remarks I should lute to express 
my regrets nt Hie absence toiluv of one 
of the directors— Mr. E, A. I loan — who Is 
too unwell to be present, Mr. Ilonro takes 
a great interecst in the bank, and I believe 
hits never before missed attending these 
general meetings during the lust twenty- 
six years. In tne Brat place you will wish 
me lo make sonic remarks uu the lialance 
Sheet to the end of lust year. Taking firstly 
the Item of deposits; there Is again mi In- 
crease In the deposits and current ac- 
counts of £400,000 sterling ($2,3S1,G00), 
which is mostly in the savings bank de- 
posits, and, as you will recollect, It was 
In these deposits Hint the growth was 
shown for 1001. The actual Increase In 
our savings lmiik deposits Is about £3D0,- 
000 sterling ($1, 808,000). Illlls payable are 
a good deal higher than last year, showing 
as they do an Increase of over £1,000,000 
(¥4,8(1(1,00(1). Notes in circulation have In- 
creased £70,000 ($340,600), and at linns 
during the year have considerably exceed- 
ed this amount. We are pleased to be 
able to put a further i^o.ooo ($07,333) to 
our reserve fund, thereby bringing It up 
to £440,000 ($2,141,:i33). It Is getting on 
towards the lialf-mllllon— a figure which 
we shall nil, I am sure, be delighted to 
reach— ami all saved mil of profits, nnd 
none of it by the Issue of new capital. If 
yon now turn to the credit side, rush in 
specie and cash at call and short notice 
are more than £(100,000 ($2,020,000) above 
those of last year, and show an excellent 
percentage on our responsibilities on the 
debit side, these two together being close 
upon 4o per cent, of our total liabilities 
to Hie public. Investments are slightly 
altered. We sold our £23,000 ($121,000) of 
Exchequer bonds,', ami Increased our Con- 
Bols to an equal amount. Illlls receivable, 
loans on security and oilier accounts are 
higher by one million sterling. The prem- 
ises account, after transferring Ihe sum 
of £10,000 ($48,060) from the profits of the 
half-year, stands at £173.000 $(841,033),' 
Which Is £7,000 $34,000) less Ihan at the 
corresponding date of 1004. At our Inst 
annual meeting the chairman gave you 
very full Information respecting the vari- 
ous branches at which expenditure had 
principally' been Incurred, so that I need 
not go over that ground again; but I may 
remind you that lie made It very clear 
taut further transfers will have to be 
made In the future, when he said, "not 
because then? Is not ample value and more 
tliuii ample value In properly, but be- 
cause we do not wish to see this account 
remaining ill so high a point." In Ihe 
opinion of the Court It Is most Important 
that we should keep our premises thorough- 
ly up-to-date, nnd with this object In view 
there Is work still lo be done, and, there 



fore, you must not be surprised when we 
feel It necessary to nitlke further trans- 
fers from profits Jil order to keep tills nc- 
eotlllt down. Our profits for the year, af- 
ter milking ample provision for all doubt- 
ful accounts, amount to £03,000 ($432,600), 
and these figures compurc with £00,000 
($407,200) in 1004. The small difference is 
more ,„Uinn accounted for by the disap- 
pearance of ( or two large accounts, 

which had previously licoil borrowers. At 
our Inst meeting the chairman referred to 
the Inactivity which prevailed during 1004 
In New York, at the same time remarking: 
"That these conditions will not be per- 
manent, nnd a return to greater activity 
will certainly be seen, although 1 am not 
going to venture to predict the date." As 
It turned out, low rates for money con- 
tinued until September, when a better de- 
mand sprang up, which later on was fol- 
lowed by sonic, weeks of unusual activity 
ami exceedingly profitable rates, in which 
our agency fully participated. Generally 
speaking, business in Canada during 1003 
was prosperous, all the great Industries 
showing good results, ami trade has been 
generally active throughout the year. De-

In mining In 
British Columbia the approximate esti- 
mate of Ihe mineral production hi 1003, 
sent over In anticipation of the full re- 
turns, gives a total of $21,403,000; these 
figures show an increase of more than two 
million dollars over the value of the out- 
put for 1001 — a difference which Is largely 
ncconnted for by the high price of copper 
compared with the price ruling in 1004, 
which has stimulated production of the 
great copper mines of Hie Boundary dis- 
trict, in the- Yukon a further- decline In

LIFE-SAVING ON THE PACIFIC 
COAST. 

We beg to call the special attention 
of the public to the following from 
the Seattle Post-Intelllgencen»; In re- 
spect to the provisions that are being 
made at Washington for the protec- 
tion of life on this coast. It will be 
noted that it does not. take the form 
of a subsidy to a private firm for the 
purpose of saving hulls, but that it 
contemplates life-saving according to 
modern and humanitarian methods: 

"The long-fe.lt want, the greatest 
need of Puget Sound in the matter of 
aids to navigation, is now on Its way 
to being met and fulfilled promptly. 
The passage of Senator Piles' bill 
authorizing the construction of a life- 
saving tug at a cost of $200,000 is the 
happy outcome of tho most lamentable 
marine disaster that has ever occurred 
in the waters of the Strait of Puca. 

"The vessel to be constructed will 
be a life-saving, ocean-going tug, with 
a launch . tender, wireless telegraph 
apparatus, surf and life boats and 
such other modern life and property 
saving appliances as may be used in 
assisting vessels and rescuing life and 
property.

PATENT 



Doctors do not always agree. Dispen- 
sers of proprietary medicines do not al- 
ways agree with doctors. 'I'll ere is, in 
fact, a war going oil between them all 
over the American continent. As . an 
outcome of this we have a pamphlet be- 
fore us reprinted) from "..me National 
Druggist," entitled, "The Legislative 
Schemes of the American Medical As- 
sociation — a Conspiracy to Establish a 
Physicians' Trust." The "disclosures' 
as to the nature and object of the Aineri- 
lieal Association in regard to the 
ale of patent and proprietary medi- 
ines are of rather nn interesting chiiruc- 
er. It is evident from a careful perusal 



of the American Medical Association 
could "ethically" prescribe or use ill 
practice. If this be true, it. looked very 
much like hold-up and blackmail; But it 
failed because the trade refused to be 
coerced. Then started in the campaign 
which is raging at its height. Wo omit- 
ted to stale that the manufacturers were 
warned, so it is stated, that: refusal 
would imply future exclusion of adver- 
tisements from the pages of the organ 
of the association. 

We have not space to go into the de- 
tails of the crusade entered upon, .which 
was quite formidable enough to become 
national in its character and to bring the 
association Into the background as a po- 
litical force, after the fashion of all 
other trusts, the object being In bring 
the sale of all medicines directly within 
tho control of the medical profession. In 
other words, it is the aim of the Medical 
Association to reduce the medical pro- 
fession to a purely commercial basis, ami 
to make war upon all commerce in medi- 
cine not under its wing — to prevent peo- 
ple by law from buying what they war.t- 
or suppose they want, through channels 
other than those recognized by the pro- 
Cession. 

The National Druggist gives a number 
of quotations from the Journal of the 
Medical Association and other olllcial 
sources to prove the object of the cam- 
paign to be profit to members of the 
medical profession, and not the love of 
humanity. The excerpts have certainly 
a very "business" ring about them, 
and rather shock our faith in the ideals 
that have been set up for .the science of 
healing.

There is a movement all over the con- 
tinent, as our renders are aware, to 
compel the manufacturers of proprietary 
and patent medicines to make public the 
formulas and private processes by which 
their preparations are made. The pro- 
fessed object of this is for the purpose 
of protecting the public against being 
made victims of unscrupulous medicine 
vendors. It is claimed that medical 
treatmeul should he under the supervi- 
sion of the medical men. ami that pre- 
scriptions should he based upon the 
physician's knowledge of the patient's 
physical condition. This claim is made 
I lie text of the "expose" we are dealing 

Willi. 

The pamphlet goes on to point on; 
thai the apparently spontaneous move- 
ment against patent medicines lias real- 
ly beeii worked up by the 'Medical so- 
ciety, and is part of a wholesale con- 
spiracy to establish a vast physicians' 
trust. The movement started, it is al- 
leged, in harmony with Ihe craze that 
overtook the United Stales a few years 
ago for pools, trusis ami combinations 
of all kinds. The American Medical 
Association at thai time numbered only 
about 5.000 members out of 150,000 
physicians in Ihe entire country. There 
were then hundreds of small independent 
societies ail over the land, and an effort 
was made, emanating from Chicago as 
headquarters, to unite, -ill these in a com- 
mon line of iacl ion, and to increase t lie 
membership of the main body, which at 
last accounts numbered 20,000 after 
three years of organization, on new lines. 
One of I lie conditions of membership 
was subscription to the official organ of 
the association, which had in 190*1 a 
total income of $254,732. This journal 
directed and advocated the policy of tlio 
association, and a systematic attempt 

WWS made lo kill off all independent 
medical journals. 

II is alleg-.'d thai the association went 
boldly lo the manufacturers of, ami deal- 
ers in, ilru::s, and notified llipin Ihal they 
must furnish lo the Council on Chem- 
istry and Pharmacy, the names ami ex- 
act quantities of the ingredient's which 

enter tho composition of their several 

remedies, together with their methods 
and secret processes of manufacture, 

this on pain of haling their remedies re- 
fused listing in a volume which it 
was proposed to publish containing nil 
the remedies of Ihe kind that members I 



recommend it to o 
out a prescription 
have loal a patient." 

Dr. Horatio Wood, in the Journal of 
Ihe Medical Association, urging that it 
should lie made a rule among physicians 
that no proprietary medicine should be 
delivered to the patient in the original 
package — "this precaution being taken 
to prevent the purchase of future sup- 
plies without a prescription." 

Dr. Haratio Wood in the same paper, 
in estimating the amount spent in ad- 
vertising patent medicines, says that ad- 
vertising "represents just so much as 
coming out of the pockets of the doe- 
tors." 

The same gentleman, again-i the em- 
ployment of proprietaries, regards these 
rancy-IHIined specialties "as a direct 
temptation to self-medication." 

The Journal in question, objecting to 
proprietary medicines, says "they en- 
courage the patient to prescribe for him- 
self, and, as the proprietary manufac- 
turer becomes richer, the physician he- 
comes poorer.'' 

Another medical journal says there 
are Mill) doctors in St. Louis, "who are 
not making a decent living," and praises 
Allah that a campaign has been started 
that will bring grist to their mill, or 
words lo thai effect. 

Another journal calls attention to the 
fact, that "in one year $02,000,000 has 
been spent in patent medicines in the 
I'. S., enough lo give every practitioner 
iii (he country a yearly income of 
#2,000." 

There is a great dea! more to which 
,. cannot spare space to refer. The 
point we wish lo make in litis connection 
is that while no doubt there is a good 
deal of honest objection among the mem- 
bers of the medical profession against 
quack nostrums, itlie druggists have 
placed their finger upon motives in figbi- 
iti" patent medicines, which do no honor 
to thai, profession. The olllcial state- 
ments quoted prove that. Tin- fight is 
for money and profit and not lor the 
public weal, If Ibis be not so, why 
should ihe medical journals ami the 
physicians promoting the agitation ap- 
peal lo the money side of Ihe question to 
arouse interest, among the members of 
the profession V 

; If this lie a fight against quackery, 
and in the interests of the people, witli 
Which we can sympathize most heartily. 
Ihe arguments should be based upon 
considerations of humanity 'and not the 
condition of the physicians' pockets. If 
if be a fight against the druggists and

ing against another, for a greater share 
of the profits incident to the business of 
dispensing pills and powders, then the 
public are interested very largely in the 
capacity of spectators viewing the arena 
of a bullfight, wherein one corporation 
is goring another. 

Let I lie agitation be placed upon its 
proper basis, ami no attempt be made to 
create sympathy for a cause that is 
purely commercial. We have enough 
mock heroics in other fields without our 
being called upon to shed tears for 
hungry pockets in order that they may 
be filled, or for full pockets in order 
that they may become "fuller." We 
know Unit mi ihis fight the pharmacy 
interests are seeking for self-protection, 
ami make no pretensions under the guise 
of benefiting humanity, other than tlio 
section that Is engaged in the drug busi- 
ness, and hence we have no tears to shed 
over their troubles, but they are entitled 
to sonic measure of credit for exposing 
methods which profess one tiling to the 
public and seek another thing for those 
who employ them. Wo do not know 
to what extent Ike American Medical 
Association is allied witli tho Dominion 
Medical Association, hut we feel certain 
that tlie i.itter, from a knowledge of 
some of its prominent members, baa a 
higher ideal in view than merely putting 
money in their pockets. At leasl, we 
hope so.

The Speech From the Throne Re- 
fers to Prince Arthur's 
Visit. 



Rcgina, Sa.sk., .Mai.li 29.— Tho first 
tpnrliiiuient of the province of Saskat- 
chewan war; opened today by the lieu- 
tenant governor. The following is the 
speech from the throne: "Mr. Spelter 
.•mil Gentlemen of tlie Legislative As- 
sembly— Sineo the closing in this hall on 
;i In- Sth tiny of October, UKIl, of tho 
third ecssiou of tho fifth 
legislative assembly of the North- 
west Territories, the hope then entertain- 
ed for an etirlji establishment of provin- 
cial institutions in the west has been 
litmply realized. Parliament tit its last 
■session passed two nets after one of the 
most, interesting debates ever heard at 
Ottawa, providing for the creation of 
.the provinces of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan in that part of the Dominion ly- 
ing between the provinces of Manitoba 
and British Columbia and south o£ Lhe 
sixtieth parellel of north latitude, thus 
completing u chain of. provinces front 
the Atlantic tn the Pacific and thereby 
fulfilling the hopes of the fathers of tlie 
confederation forty years ago. As was 
aVo the ease in the neighboring province 
of Alberta, the provincial net came into 
force in this province on tlie first day 
■of September last, amidst universal re- 
joicing. 

The Inaugural Festivities 
•were honored by the presence of their 
excellencies the governor general and 
'Lady Grey, the right lum. tin: premier of 
Canada and Lady Laurier. with numer- 
ous other distinguished visitors each and 
all manifesting the deepest interest in 
the event. This has been a matter of 
considerable gratification to note the 
kingly expression of welcome into the 
[Canadian .federation extended to this 
province, voiced in the address made on 
the opening of parliament and the var- 
ious provincial legislatures and I am 
sure that these sentiments are warmly 
reciprocated by all. 

"As you are aware, in pursuance of 
the new constitution an executive gov- 
ernment was early organized and a gen- 
eral election of representatives of the se- 
veral electoral district- into which the 
province is divided duly held. Today it 
gives me very gronl pleasure to welcome 
you as the member* of the first legisla- 
tive assembly of the province of Sask- 



atchewan- iuid to congratulate you In- 
thus being privileged to participate in tin 
event of such importance) 

His Royal Highness' Visit 

''I feel conlideiit that I shall only 
voice your own sentiments in tailing ad- 
vantage of the presence of His Royal 
Highness Prince Arthur of Coiiuuilglil , 
whose visit to this city is shortly ex- 
pected, in transmitting through him to 
our gracious sovereign the assurance of 
our sincere feeling of loyalty iiml con- 
tinued attachment to his crown. To- 
gether with our grateful appreciation 
and warm thanks for the King's mes- 
sage sent to us on inauguration day hi 
which 1 lis Majesty expressed nil earn- 
est hope for our prosperous future. 

"I am happy to bo able to congratu- 
late you uii the prosperous conditions 
generally 

Prevailing Throughout the Provinoo 

and the success which is unending the 
efforts of our people in the various pur- 
suits in which they are engaged. 

"You will he pleased to learn Unit Llui 
inaugural year of this province lias 
proved to be most auspicious in so far 
as the reward given to the labors of our 
agriculturists in concerned. The re- 
sults of the first harvest gathered after 
the establishment of the province have 
only just been accurately determined 
and indicate that an era of general pros- 
perity has been entered upon, the lint* 
its of which can hardly be estimated. 
Within tlie boundaries of this province 
20,000,000 bushels of wheat have actual- 
ly passed through threshing machines 
<luring the past season. 

Railroad Development 

"The Grand Trunk Pacific itailwny 
company has taken steps to prosecute 
with tlie utmost despatch the construc- 
tion of its proposed lines iii Saskatch- 
ewan. The Canadian Northern and the 
Canadian Pacific railway companies have 
also annoiin :ed their iiitenli f ma- 
terially extending their systems through 
western Canada. 

"Under i lie terms of tho Saskatch- 
ewan act, the laws in force at the date 
of the estiiblishnienl of the province are 

not affected by the constitutional change 
which has taken place. 

"So long as these laws continue to 
give satisfaction it is the intention of 
my government to 

Leave Them to Their Option 
only asking for their amendment or ap- 
peal as circumstances may demand, Cor 
general convenience, however, it is deem- 
ed advisable, to have all the laws now in 
early date and a bill with that object in 
early date and n bill with tin object in 
view will be laid before you. As II 

consequence of the establishment of the 
province it has become necessary to ask 
your approval of measures pertaining to 
the lieutenant governor, the executive 
council, the legislative assembly and the 
several departments of the public ser- 
vices. 

"In view of ihe numerous applications 
to be made to you for the grant of rail- 
way charters, the question has heeu en- 
gaging the attention of my advisors and 
n bill dealing with the subject will he 
submitted for your considerati.ru. you 
will , also, he 

Invited to Consider Bills 
relating to veal property, public libraries, 
coroner, -police ami other matters of im- 
portance. ' The' public accounts iiml re- 
ports of the several departments will life 
submitted to yon at an early date. The 
estimated requirements of the public 
services of the provinces will also be 
laid before you. You will find thai Ihey 
Imvetbeen prepared with due regard t" 
economy and general efficiency, 

"I now leave you to your deliberations 
fully believing that you will give to all 
matters which may be brought before 
you your closest attention ami hoping 
that your labors under divine guidance 
will turn to the besl advantage of the 
province."

Should 
we not lake an interest in the valleys 
and snow lields mid glaciers, the per- 
spective anil light and shade, and the 
wild game ami the pure air. and views 
which are like panoramas iu the midst 
of the lofty ranges ?' Where and how 
-for zoology, botany, and geology, could 
better teaching come than from the 
mountain slopes'.' Again, there is an 
ethical help in niouninin climbing. One 
feels that the mountains are orderly. 
,well placed, and not conflicting with one 
another. If one views life in this way. 
it gives him an idea of stable conditions 
and an orderly array of actions, and a 
pure air lo breath and splendid sights 
to sec ami heights to conquer. Iu fact, 
the peaks appeal to one's conscience — 
I hey seem to speak re proa eh fully of 
things small and mean, envious and evil. 
You will learn helpful lessons anil read 
many parables and receive into your 
heart bints thrown out from the moun- 
tain ranges ami the fascinating scenery 
that is outspread on every side. Take 
photographs as you go. make sketches, 
store up the chambers of imagery with 
.splendid memories and pure ideas! 

As to the dangers of climbing, why 
there is no comparison in I he line of 
perils with any other kind of club 
whatever. There arc far more dangers 
in connection with hunting, for instance, 
yachting, football, or any other of flic 
popular games of the day. 'There has 
been only' one death iu our mountains 
from climbing all these years; that was 
on Mt. Lefroy, near Lake Louise, when 
some men from the States ventured to- 
gether on a slope of rotten rock, follow- 
ing a leader adventurous and daring, 
hut mil as cautious as a mountaineer 
should be iu dangerous places. There 
is little danger if you exercise sclt'-rc- 
sirahit and prudence, and have learned 
the use of an ice axe, and studied the 
methods t a trained Swiss guide, One 
has far more risks in connection with 
rotten sidewalks and falling sign hoards 
and dangerous ditches ill a dark cr win- 
dy night than ever on mountain ridges 
or peaks! Further, the Alpine club 
of Canada may be able to gel trails 
cut through the timber ami have shelter 
huts built on the shoulders of mountains 
strategically placed for climbing tours,

(ZOK oc-vvral years the feasibility of 
manufacturing beet sugar in England 
has been discussed, and experiments in 
cultivating- the beet havo been made 
II now seems indubitable that sugar pro 
auction la actually to be undertaken, for 
the site of the first English 'beet sugar fac- 
tory has been secured. It Is located nt 
Ow^ton Ferry, In Lincolnshire, on the 
banks of the River Trent, which, being 
navigable, will give the enterprise a very 
convenient means of transit. 

Tho soli thereabouts Is Bald to be pecul- 
iarly well adapted lo beet culture. On the 
three thousand acres understood to bu 
available a correspondent of a local news- 
paper avers that fiO.OOO tons of sugar beets 
can be raised, though this (twenty tons to 
the acre) seems an extravagant estimate, 
since in the most Important experiments 
hitherto made In England the yield has av- 
eraged about sixteen tons. The Lincoln- 
shire tract, however, Is said to be marvel- 
lously fertile In root products. 

St is estimated that the yield of . 60.000 
tons would 'bring the growers about $220,900 
—more than doubl* the result from a sow- 
ing of wheat on the same soil. The 60,000 
tons of beets, It Is further estimated, would 
yield S,0«O tons of sugar, which, with 
various by-products, would sell for about 
$',10,000. Deducting from this all expenses 
of every character, a fixed dividend, of 
eight per cent on the shares of stock Is 
figured out, still leavln

Coffee-Chewing Habit. 

PHYSICIANS claim that the habit of 
tobacco chewing Is dying out, -but as 
Insidious a habit has co'mo' to take' Its 
.place, This Is coffee chewing, which 
s a very bad thing: for tho health, for li 
creates nervousness, makes the skjn yel- 
low, blackens the teeth and diminishes tho 
appotl to. 

The, jiohtt seems to have originated In the 
coffee roasting establishments. .When vis- 
iting one of these plants one sees nearly 
nil the men taking coffee grains from a 
little pouch which is sewn on the front of 
their junipers, Every little while they 
tak<i a half dozen or more grains from it 
and chew them with great relish. The 
women who work there are addicted to the 
same ha'nl t. 

A specialist of Philadelphia has made a 
study of the coffee chewing habit and 
sayS]— It is a habit easily contracted, for 
tho taste or the crisp, roasted berries is 
not unpleasant, and the exhilaration, the 
Stimulus, that the berries give is quite as 
marked as that which would be obtained 
from a glass or two of beer, or from a 
drink of whiskey. 

"It Is this exhilaration, I am convinced, 
that causes tho habit to bo formed, and 
that makes l| a hard habit to break away 
from. Jt should be broken away from; its 
effects are highly Injurious; they are more 
injurious than those of tobacco chewing. 

"Tho coffee chewing habit wrecks the 
nerves, It makes the skin sallow ami It 
destroys the appetite. 1 have had occa- 
sion to treat a number of men for it. 1 
always advise such men to break oft by 
Imperceptible degrees— to give three or 
four months to tho task. Some succeed, 
and some do not. Men who work In coffee

Events Leading Up to the Re- 
cent Murder of the 
Missionaries. 



A DISPUTE WITH A MAGISTRATE 



In the Tussel Which Followed 
Official Was Fatally 
Wounded. 



Advices received from Shanghai by 
the Empress of. Japan show that 
Magistrate Kiang of Nanching wan 
murdered and the massacre of mis- 
sionaries which followed, six French 
priests, Including Lacruche, who is 
alleged to have killed the magistrate, 
;uid Mr. and Mrs. Kingham and two 
children, English missionaries, being 
killed; was to avenge the magistrate's 
death. The body of the magistrate 
Was examined by British and Ameri- 
can doctors on the arrival of the war- 
ships and a certificate given that death 
was not due to suicide, as alleged in 
the report to the French authorities. 
Many contradictory stories are pub- 
lished, but the clearest c.icatlve is 
published by the North China Dolly 
News from the pen of an American 
missionary. He writes that Lacruche, 
called Wang by the Chinese, invited 
the magistrate to suprer to discuss 
troubles of the previous year which 
were being adjusted. Several culprits 
Who had attacked the French mission 
were at large, and a demand was 
made for these or payment of a large 
indemnity, and demand was also made 
for the release of six members of the 
Catholic Church who were implicated 
In a murder. The magistrate f.aid 
he could not agree to this; and La- 
cruche, enraged, said that if Klang, 
the magistrate, died the matter would 
easily be settled. A scuffle ensued 
and the magistrate broke away. A. 
knife had been put in his hand, with 
which he cut himself slightly. Im- 
mediately afterward he was struck by 
•a weapon in the hands of another 
person — the magistrate said before 
death it was someone who came to 
vld the priest. This weapon, be- 
lieved to have been a pair of scissors, 
cut the aesophagus and the governor 
fell, being left there dying. The 
magistrate's attendants had been left 
outside, because of the discussion of 
private business. During the priest's 
absence the attendants came in and 
found the magistrate lying in a pool 
of blood. Ho made signs to bring a 
tablet, upon which he wrote, asking 
his brother to be brought and that 
he had been killed. Wang being the 
guilty party. He requested that no 
disturbance take place. The family 
of the dying man and the prefect 
soon arrived and-there was a. pitiable 
scene. Two hundred troops sur- 
rounded the premises and Wang was 
arrested and confronted, the magis- 
trate accusing him. The city was In 
a tumult when the news was noised 
about, and a meeting was held, a huge 
gathering. Some speakers counselled 
orderly procedure and calmness, but 
the mob cried "Kill! Kill!" Strong 
action by the magistrate would have 
prevented the mjissaere which fol- 
lowed, tut Nanch'ang had been known 
as a notably anti-foreign section. 
There were constant troubles because 
of assumption of oillcial rank by 
French priests. Some attempt was 
made to control the mob. but the sol- 
diers sent were insufficient. The 
French mission, where the kflling took 
place, was first attacked. Wang was 
at dinner and set lire to an outbuilding 
to create a diversion, hoping: thereby 
to escape. He reached the house of 
a Kiangsl railway official, which woe 
wrecked, and Wang escaped by the 
hack door, lighting valiantly, but hi 
was follow*! through the streets, 
overpowered and beaten to death near 
the city gate. Five French priests, 
teachers at a boys' school, escaped 
over the wall, being let down with 
ropes, and endeavored to hire a boat 
to escape by river. They were stoned 
to death in a pong.

A Chinese 
nurse heroically saved the youngest 
child. She ran through the street 
| with the youngest child in her arms, 
' and although beaten severely, her face 
and head bleeding profusely, she saved 
i her charge. Another girl was beaten 
terribly and died after being taken to 
i a boat by rescuers. & 

Missionaries of the China inland 
| mission were saved by a cavalry regi- 
ment charging' and scattering the 
crowd, but the soldiers were too late 
j to save the big Catholic premises out- 
I side the city from destruction. The 
i inmates, having warning, had escaped. 
'Miss Warr of the Kingham mission 
j was in a Chinese house and remained 
'hidden until opportunity offered for 
, escape. 

! Other missionaries throughout the 
district were notified and all were 
| escorted to boats and taken down 
: river to Klulttang, where gunboats soon 
i arrived. Thirty-two were saved and 
I nine perished. The arrival of gun- 
boats caused a panic and thousands of 
persons lied from Nanchang, a large 
walled city of over a million people. 

The finding of a parcel of bombs by 
gendarmes at the Peking railway sta- 
tion has again caused consternation 
to the court, and the forces of newly 
organized foreign modeled Manchu 
troops in Pekin have been trebled and 
artillery mounted In the palaco pre- 
cincts. The military preparations 
caused alarmist reports and FSk'ln was 
for a time panic-stricken. The Hochi 
of Tokio publishes a despatch that 
many revolutionaries arc congregating 
at Pekin. 

The Kokumln, official organ of the 
i Japanese government, publishes a 
! significant article stating that Amer- 
ica Is over-nervous concerning the 
; situation in China. The Kokumln 
I thinks there will be no serious na- 
tional disturbance, although local out- 
• breaks may occur, and says Japan 
j stands with America In all respects 
| regarding China. The Tokio paper 
i refutes allegations that Japanese are 
engendering anti-foreign feeling in 
China and says "intelligent Americans 
will not entertain such a mistaken 
idea." 

Japan is in political turmoil regard- 
ing the proposed state purchase of the 
railways of Japan. All the news- 
| papers attack the measure, and Count 
Kato's resignation from the cabinet 
was to oppose the move. The Jap- 
anese diet is said to favor the measure 
by a majority of about 25 or 30, 
Thirty-two systems are to be pur- 
chased, twenty times three years' net 
profits being the basis of purchase, 
payment to be made In two years. 

The United States battleship Ore- 
gon was at Yokohama When the 
Kmpress of Japan sailed on March 17, 
and was homebound. The Oregon had 
a homeward bound pennant of silk, 700 
feet long, bought in China. 

Advices of extreme suffering of na- 
tives in the Caroline group, following 
the severe typhoon, are given In let- 
ters fvcm Captain Montgomery or the 
San Francisco whaling hark Alice 
ICnowles. The natives were without 
food except roots of wild yams, when 
he called In January, and he endeav- 
ored to land biscuit, flour and potatoes 
to relieve the suffering; but per- 
mission was refused by the authorities 
unless he paid 1300 marks for a trad- 
ing licence. At Saipan it was as at 
Ponape, and as the whaling captain 
was unwilling to pay for the privilege 
of being charitable, he sent no food 
on shore.

Mr. Storer de- 
clined to comment upon them or to 
say anything about the grounds for his 
recall or Mrs. Storer's alleged actions 
In church matters.
